EARLE. TALKED OF SISTER 
SOULS IN EARLIER YEARS

PARIS, Sept. 5.—The father of Mrs. 
Ferdiand P. Earle talked today to the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent about the 
strange turn of affairs which is send- 
ing her home for a divorce. Her father 
is C. G. Fischbacher of 33 Rue De La 

Seine, a bookseller. 

“Mr. Barle met my daughter four 
years ago in Vienna,"’ said Mr. risch- 
bacher. ‘It was a case of love at first 
sight. We opposed the match at first, 
because Mr. Earle was a foreigner. 
Still his family and his position and his 
character were so good we consented. 
Mr. Barle was not then eccentric, so 
far as we could tell. He was not a So- 
cialist. He was a little flighty in his 
ideas, as young men are apt to be. He 
was a good musician, a composer, wrote 
sonnets and an,excellent painter. 

“Mr. Earle diQ@ not sell his pictures,’’ 
continued Mr. Fischbacher. ‘‘He worked 
only by fits and starts. Later he be- 
came a convert to the doctrines — of 
what I call idvilic socialism. He was 
under the influence of Abbot Ardvie- 
reck, who calls himself an illegitimate 

randson of the late Emperor William 

of Germany. This man imbibed his 
social theories from Oscar Wilde, Rich- 

ard Le Gallienne and other so-called 
‘intellectuals.’ 

“Barle became a vegetarian. He did 
not drink and was healthy and athletic. 
At.the beginning of this. year he toured 
through Italy and France with Miss 
Kuttner and her brother. I. not sus- 
pecting any trouble, invited them all to 
dinner, and they came. Subsequently 
Mr. Earie told me his ideas on the sub- 
ject of ‘sister souls,’ and said he had 
discovered that Miss Kuttner’s soul was 
sister to his own.

Chemisis Unable to Learn Science 
of Nature Labora- 
tory. 


The formation of the color of precious 
Stenes and other minerals is not easily 
explained in the majority of cases, says 
Tschmak, the Vienna chemist. The dye- 
stuff contained in them may belong to 
an organic as well as inorganic com- 
pound, but almost always its quantity is 


SO small that it does not suffice for a 
chemical analysig, In the mineral zir- 
con, which is much usec as a gem, espe- 
cially under the name of hyacinth, the 
yellow, green, red or brown color can 
be ascribed to the presence of nitrogen, 
and the same thing has been provided 
for the well-known smoky quartz, which 
is very often erroneousty called. smoky 
topaz. 

The origin of the coloring of the ame- 
thyst has not been determined as yet, 
but the opinion that it is due to the 
presence of a compound of sulphocya- 
nide with iron has been found to be 
wrong. In many minerals the color is 
caused by the presence of chrome. This 
has been a leng-established fact as re- 
gards certain varieties of garnet and.

“Our line of work here in Cleveland 
is the greatest in America.

T 10 DEATH 
BELOW NIAGARA 
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Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
NIAGARA FALLS, N. Y., Sept. 5.— 


In the midst ot the beautiful illumina- 
tion of Niagara Falls last night an un- 
known man in the crowd standing on 
the upper steel arch bridge suddenly 
leaped up on the railing. He stood poised 
for a moment and then leaped inte the 
chasm. His body struck water 192 feet 


below and disappeared in the rapids. 

A magnificent spectacle was presented 
when for the first time the Niagara 
Falls were artificially illuminated. It 
was the first. night of an experiment ex- 
tending over a month. 

The illumination was supplied by 50 
powerful Ssearchlights throwing a com- 
bined light of 1,115,000 candle power. The 
projectors are of 30 and & inch diame- 
ter, the latter being the largest ever 
manufactured. Three hundred electrical 
horsepower is required to operate the 
aparatus. 

Superb Pict 

The operatons of the 60 searchlights 
were Stationed at elevations above the 
lower gfOrge and at Table stock. At 8 
o'clock the entire battery was turned 
on and a brilliant flood of light was 
thrown upon tle American falls. The 
panorama produced as the flashing 
light played upon the plunging, spray- 
ing cataract was superb. 

The falls stood out as though touched 
by” fire. Green and re. lights were, in 
turn directed upon the water. Bridal 
Veil was gorgeously jiluminated. Then 
the lights were turned upon the Cana- 
dian Falls. The spray as it arose from 
the seething torrent foaming over these 
falls was given a brilliant hue. Vari- 
colored lights were piayed above the 
falls, lights were flashed into the heav- 
ens and the raging Niagara Rapids 
ittuminated with red. A combined light 
thrown by 20 searcilights was seen in 
Syracuse, 150 miles away. The display 
jasted an hour.

MOB LAW URGED IN AN .ALTON COURT. 

When magistrates and prosecutors sworn to up- 
hold the written law indulge in cheap theatricals 
in court in justification of the unwritten law we 
need not wonder that murders are of frequent oc- 
currence. 

In Alton the other day the City Attorney gran- 
diloquently refused to prosecute a man arrested 
for assault and the presiding Judge, not to be out- 
done, fined the prisoner the minimum amount, 
paid it himself and informed fhe plaintiff that 
Judge Lynch should sit in his case. 

The merits of this controversy are not im- 
portant, for whatever they may have been they 
‘cannot change the law provided for just such 
emergencies. If there were extenuating circum- 
stances favorable to the prisoner he was entitled 
to the benefit of them. They might palliate and 
they might even excuse his offense, but under no 
conceivable conditions was the Judge justified in 
advising mob law or the prosecutor in his spec- 
tacular assertion that “in the. country where I 
came from this would have been a case not for 
the Police Court, but for the Coroner.”’ 

It makes no difference where either’ the Judge 
or the prosecutor came from. They are. now of- 
ficers of a civilized State, charged with the en- 
forcement of written law. If their admiration of 
savagery is so pronounced that they cannot up- 
hold the system which has honored them. and 
which trusts them they should in decency retire 
from office.

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ILLINOIS LOOKING AFTER ITS TROLLEYS. 

Following the recommendations of the Pest-Dis- 
patch, the Illinois authorities are devising regu- 
lations for the operation of trolley lines to pre- 
vent a repetition of the Charleston disaster. .. 

The lack of any system of train dispatching 
such as is in use on steam railroads is officially 
given as the cause of Friday’s collision, and the 
effort will be to establish effective regulation by 
law. Mere legislation, however, will not guaran- 
tee public safety. 

Nothing short of holding the higher officials 
of trolley railroads, from president down, to strict 
accountability for compliance with regulations, 
will_ make travel safe. Too many of them have 
started in business with the idea that there is 
nothing for them to do but take in money. They 
show no such sense of duty as is displated even 
by the most reckless steam railroads. 

Regulation, system, train dispatching, signals 
and other safety devices cost mohey and time 
and care, which amount to the same thing. Only 
by holding the managing men of the trolleys re- 
sponsible will the necessary expenditure be en- 
forced.

The pangs of poverty, added to ex- 
treme sorrow over the death of his 13- 
months-old child while he was in Jail 
charged with neglecting the little one, 
were evident to those who saw P. J. 
Wiedenhoffer of East St. Louis follow 


the body ef the child to the County Cem- 


etery in East St. Louis Thursday. His 
release from Jail by Judge Williams fol- 
lowed his plea to be allowed to attend 
the funeral and assist in the child’s 
burial. 

Wiedenhoffer, who is 35 years old, lives 
at 461 Collinsville avenue, East St. Louis, 
and is a car repairer at the Armour 
packing plant. He was told of his 
child’s death while in a cell at the East 
St. Louis Police Station Wednesday arf- 
ternoon, after he had been held to the 
grand jury under $200 bond on a charge 
of neglecting to furnish medicine for 
the child. Not being able to give bond, 
Judge Williams released him on his 


promise to appear for trial when wanted. 


No Money for Medicine. 
ii. A. Thomas, an agent of the East 
St. Louls Humane Society, made the 
complaint against Wiedenhoffer, and he 
was arrested Tuesday. In his defense 
Wiedenhoffer told of his poverty and 
maintained that he had called physicians 
to attend the child, but that five drug- 
gists had refused to fill the prescrip- 
tions unless he paid for the medicines. 
He told Judge Willlams that one 


physician who had been called had start- 


ed to write a prescription, but when he 
found that the father did not have the 
money to pay for the visit, Wiedenhoffer 
Says the physician left the house. 

As he had no one to corroborate his 
Statements, Wiedenhoffer was held for 
neglect. 

A Collinsville avenue druggist, men- 
tioned by Wiedenhoffer, said to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter: 

“If we would fill prescriptions on hot 
air for every ‘guy’ that comes here 
with a hard-luck story, we would have 
to close up in about a month.

PORTLAND, Me., Sept. 7. — A pro- 
posed code of professional ethics for the 
American Bar Association was distrib- 
uted among the members at the re- 
cent annual outing here. No effort was 
made to have the eode adopted at this 
meeting, but it is the intention of the 
committee which framed it to urge such 
action at the next annual meeting. 
The committee which prepared the 
proposed code comprises the following 
well-known lawyers: Henry St. George 
Tucker of Virginia, James G. Jenkins of 
Wisconsin, William Wirt Howe of Lou- 
isiana, Francis Lynde Stetson of New 
York, Ezra 3B. Thayer of Massachu- 
setts, Franklin Ferris of Missouri, 
Thomas H. Hubbard of New York, 
Frederick V. Brown of Minnesota and 
Lucien H. Alexander of Pennsylvania. 

Matter of Great Importance. 

Accompanying the code is the follow- 
ing report of work already done and 
contemplated: 
“Your committee is of the opinion 
that the adoption of the canons of pro- 
fessional ethics by the American Bar 
Association is destined to have a pow- 
erful and far-reaching influence upon 
the development of our profession, to 
so great an extent, indeed, that it will 
be difficult to overestimate the import- 
ance of the event. We believe that such 
canons, to become practically effective, 
should be adopted only after mature 
and careful deliberation and much fuller 
consideration on the part of our mem- 
bership than is possible at one of our 
annual meetings.

the matter of the proposed canons of 
ethics. That the committee also be dl- 
rected to send ths reprint and report to 
the secretary of each State har associa- 
tion in the United States, with similar 
requests, and to suggest that the same 
be referred to such committee as may 
be appropriate; and that your commit- 
tee confer with the committees on pro- 
fessional ethics both in the states with 
codes and in those without codes, but 
in which action is contemplated. 
“Fourth—That the committee be di- 
rected to have the proposed @anons of 
professional ethics drafted by May 1, 
1908, and on or before that date trans- 
mit a copy to each member of the asso- 
ciation and to the respective State 
Bar Association committee, requesting 
suggestions and criticisms, the final re- 
port of the coimmittee to be ready for 
submission at the 1908 meeting.”

The interesting yet hazardous cere- 
mony of warding lighting from the new 
spire of St. Liborius’ Roman Catholic 
Church, Hogan and North Market 
streets, will take place some time this 
week, when the “Agnus Dei” is sealed 
in the stone pinnacle, 240 feet above the 


earth. 

The gift of the “Agnus Del” ts that 
of Father Urban Stanowski of St. Stan- 
islaus Church, who brought the talis- 
manic image with him from Rome, as « 
fitting virtue to shield the loftiest 


steeple in St. Louts. 

Workmen must scale the great spire 
to place the tiny effigy of St. Agnes in 
its high recepticle and with it a chip 
of stone from the home of St. Joseph. 
The relics will rest in the base of the 
great crucifix which will crown the 
spire. 

The “Agnus Dei” bears the blessing 
of the Pontiff, which is only conferred 
evéry seven years on the image. The 
chip. of St. Joseph's Home bears the 
Vatican certificate of authenticity. The 
“Agnus Dei" is not more than an inch 
in circumference, while the stone chip 
is not larger than a thumb nall. 

Whether the talismen are placed in 
the base of the cross before its 2000 
pounds are lifted the height of the spire, 
or taken aloft by some worker of iron 
nerve, the danger attending the cere- 
mony will be the same. 

Architect and Builder Joseph Conradi, 
who reared the great spire, will select 
some devout workman of high aspira- 
tion to give the priceless relics their

Europe Free From One American 
Railroad Problem, but Has

Albert T. Perkins, expert for the Mu- 
nicipal Terminal Commission, has re- 
turned from a two months’ inspection of 
terminal and railroad facilities in the 
principal cities. of England, Germany 
and France. He will embody his find- 
ings in a voluminous report to the 
commission, in which he will make use 
of a trunkful’of pictures and plans gath- 
ered at the cities he visited. 

The principal lesson which he has 
brought back from Europe is the suc- 
cess of electricity in suburban traffic, 
removing the smoke nuisance in big 
cities. This method will be followed in 
the new Pennsylvania terminal in New 
York City, all the trains that enter 
which will be propelled by electricity. 
The entire Long Island railroad sYs- 
tem and the suburban trains on the 
New York Central are also run by elec- 
tricity.

WATER CLOCK 800 YEARS 
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OLD STILL KEEPS TIME 


Device at Canton Has Recorded 
Hours of the Day for Eight 


Centuries. 

The clepsydra, or water clock, which 
is supposed to have been invented by 
the Greeks, was found to be a much/ilt Soatiiesatane 
better timekeeper than either the sun a 
dial or hour glass, and it was a great 
step in advance toward the accurate 
measurement of time. These water 
clocks are to this day used extensively 
in the East, more especially tn China, 
says Cassier’s Magazine. 

Those first used by the Greeks con- 
sisted of two water jars so arranged 
that the water from the upper ran into 
the lower, and the time of day was de- 
termined by measuring the depth of 
water in the upper jar, and at sunrise . 
each day the water was returned to the acttee as =Market 56 io” — peaher ood — 
upper jar. $6.55. ery light. 

In the city of Canton there is a water ALES. 
clock which has been running for 800 
years, and at the present time it is the 
standard clock of that city. 

This clock consists of four water jars, 
each having a capacity of eight cr ten 
gallons. The jars are placed one above 
the other, in the form of a terrace, the 
three upper ones being provided with a 
small orifice near the bottom, through 
which the water drops into the jar next 
below, and so on down from one to the 
other, until the water reaches the low- 
est or registering jar. 

In this there ts a float, to which is 
attached an upright, having graduations 
for the hours and parts of hours, and 
as the water: rises the time can be 
determined by noting the height of the 
i float in relation to the cross-bar at the 
top of the jar.

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Invention Destroys 


Pests in One’s Room. 


As a collective prophylactic instru- 
ment one may mention the ingenious ap- 
paratus of M. Chaulin, wnici BM. Plan- 
chard laid before the Academy of Medi- 
cine of Paris under the name of the 
electric mosquito net. It is destined to 


destroy in apartments by means of an 
electric current mosquitoes and other 
importunate and dangerous insects cap- 
able of flight, says the Paris correspond- 
ent of the New York Herald. 

This Os gy eee consists of a sort of 
cylindrical lantern formed of two super- 
posed rings attached to one another by 
a series of parallel and vertical chains 
connected by their two ends with an 
electric current, in such a way that a 
chain communicating with the positive 
pole is paces between two chains in 
communfcation with the negative pole. 
In the center of the apparatus is placed 
a light, electric or otherwise, which at- 
tracts the insect. In trying to pass be- 
tween the chains, which are almost 
touching, the insects, by coming in con- 
tact with them, with their legs of wings, 
close the electric circuit and drop dead 
from the shock. By installing this lamp 
in one’s room for some time before occu- 
pying it .one destroys the greater part, 
if not the totality of these Insects. One 
must take care that the chains hang 

well, parallel and without contact.

Benjamin Von Phul, a real estate deal- 
er of 4137 Lindell boulevard, and his 
wife will arrive in New York Thurs- 
day night after @ dash across the coun- 
try to the rescue of her sistér, Miss 
Sallie M. Taylor, who is in the insane 
ward of Bellevue Hospital. Her plight 
became known through notes which she 
dropped from a train at Camden and 
Amsterdam, N. Y., praying for help and 
stating she was being held a prisoner. 
The Von Phuls believe, according to 
their statements to Chief Creecy before 
leaving St. Louis, that Migs Taylor, for 
many years a trained nurse in the serv- 
ite of Mrs. Laura Blossom, a wealthy 
widow of 829 Union boulevard, is the vie- 
tim of a conspiracy to end the ascend- 
ancy of her influence over her aged and 
millionaire employer and to prevent her 
benefitting from a prospective legacy in 
Mrs. Blossom’s will. 

Thursday morning Chief Creecy re- 
celved the following telegram froni 
Chief of Detectives James McCafferty 
of New York: 

“Have investigated your telegram 
relative to Miss S. M. Taylor; surse 
employed by Olin D. Gray, a reputable 
party. She was on visit to West with 
family recently end -probably dropped 
notes from train. Sent to hospital; 
probably insane.” 

Left Here Saturday. 

Miss Taylor left St. Louls last Sat- 
urday in company with Mrs. Bidéssom 
and Mr. and Mrs. Olin D. Gray of New 
York, the latter of whom ig the adopt- 
ed daughter of Mrs. Blossom. 

Their visit to St. Louls was on the 
sad errand of aitending the funeral of 
Mrs. Blossom’s son,. Howard Blossom. 
So great was the shock of her son's 
death upon the feeble health and 82 
vears of Mrs. Blossom, that she was in- 
vited by the Grays to make a visit of 
several months to their summer hone 
at Belle Harbor, L. I. 

It was while on the train going East 
that Miss Taylor dropped notes ad- 
dressed to her sister entreating rescue 
from persons: who had her in custody 
and intended committing her to a mad- 
house. , 

According to a disgatch from New 
York, Mies Taylor was takén to Belle- 
vue Hospital Monday in an automobile 
by Mr. Gray, who had_her placed in 
the psychopathic ward. The doctors at 
the hospital, according ‘to the same dis- 
patch, pronounced the trained nurse in- 
sane from the use of drtigs.

LONDON, Sept. 6.—Alfred Harms- 
worth has agreed to pay $250,000 in set- 
tlement of a libel suit and $125,000 in 
costs growing out of the same action, to 
Lever Bros., manufacturers of soap. The 
basis of action was articles which ap- 
peared in the London Daily Mail and 


News, of which Harmsworth is the 
guiding spirit.. And it is said that Mr. 
Harmsworth, who is Lord Northcliffe, 


settle other suits for more than the 
sum paid the Lever Bros., 
the total amount of the cost of his at- 
tack upon an alleged soap trust will ‘be 
somewhere near $1,250,000. 

The suits are probably the most ex- 
pensive of all libel actions. Lord North- 
cliffe has made public apology in his 
papers for all that he said about the 
alleged soap trust in addition to agree- 
ing in open court to pay immense dam- 
ages. 

A year ago T. L. Graham, representing 
Lord Northcliffe wrote a letter to Wil- 
liam Hesketh Lever, M. P., head of i ¢ 
soap company, assuring him that e 
Daily Mail had no personal feeling in 
the matter, but as a duty desired to 
lay before its readers, with perfect 
fairness, all sides of the question. 

And then it proceeded to attack what 
it alleged was a soap trust. 


Level Head of Great Company. 

The story of the war between North- 
cliffe’s newspapers and Lever covers 
about three months. Lever is a hard- 
headed Lancashire man who began life 
as a grocer in a country town, and 
by his remarkable energy has built up 
the greatest soap manufacturing busi- 
ness in the world. 

Competition between the great soap 
firms of the country had been so severe 
for a long time that last year Lever 
conceived the idea of a ‘“‘working ar- 
rangement”? between him and his rivals 
to reduce the cost of manufacture, and 





l bring the children. 


especially to save the vast sums that 
each firm was spending in cut-throat 
advertising. 

The combination included only eight 
firms, and several very important 
manufacturers were left out. The Daily 
Mail and the Evening News at once 
proceeded to. attack and attempted to 
smash the combination. In the course 
lof their campaign they branded Lever 
| as being a person with whom no honest 
man could have dealings in this coun- 
try. 

Public opinion was roused to such a 
pitch that Lever was ultimately forced 
to abandon his project. It has now 
heen shown that the majority of the 
agin made by the Daily Mail and 
the Evening News were false. 


Accused ef Short Weight. 

The gravest charge made against Le- 
ver was that his third tablets of soap, 
which he sold as 16 ounces, weighed 
only 14. Under the headings, ‘Soap 
Trust Arithmetic—How Fifteen Ounces 
Make a Pound,”’ the Daily Mail said 
that Lever had surreptitiously apd 
fraudulently reduced the weight of his 
soap tablets from 16 to 15 ounces, and 
had even kept the fact from his own 


invoice clerks. 
Lever never denied that the weight of 


his 6-cent bars of soap was reduced 
from 16 to 16 ounces, and dedlared in 
court that it never Was announced to 
the public that these bars should con. 
tain 16 ounces. nor wae it ever intended 
that they should be a constant quantity. 
When raw materials increased greatly 
in price, Lever thotight of raising the 
price from 6 to 9 cents and found it im- 
possible. He determined instead to 
lower the weight of the 6-cent bar, 








Unable to Prove Charge. 


When the suit came to trial at Liver- 
pool the Northcliffe newspapers went 
into court with a plea of justification 
and fair comment. Thus, up to the 
very last moment, the assertion was 
made that they proposed to substantiate 
under oath the charges they had niade 
against Lever Brothers. 

Mr. Lever,.through his counsel, said 
that he placed no value on any apology 
from the Daily Mail, that he would not 
enter into any bargaining as to the 
amount of damages, but demanded 
$250,000. This the defense at once agreed 
to give. They had also to pay the costs, 
which amounted, it is understood, to an- 
other $125,000. 

A few days later they published an 
equally ample apology to another firm, 
Messrs, Watsons, whom they had asso- 
Clated with the ee The amount 
paid to this firm was not published, but 
it is understood to have been $375,000. 
There are also other firms to be settled 
with, so that, at a moderate estimate, 
this campaign against the Soap Trust 
will have cost the Daily Mall very little 
short of $1,260,000.
